A debate upon the League of Nations 


and the presentation of a life-saving 
medal from tho United Stales treasury 
department to Robert J. Dalton, a Low- 
ell sailor who rescued a French chili 
from the harbor of St. Nazalrc. were 
the two outstanding features of a most 
interesting meeting of Lowell post of 
the American legion, helri last night 
at the community club. 


The debaters were, Benjamin S. Pouzz- 


ner or this city and Thomas H. Ma- 
honey of Boston. 


The presentation of the medal came 


first, or directly after a brief business 
session of the post. Chief Quartermas- 
ter Crcpeau of the local naval recruit- 
ing station had the honor to confer the 
mark of recognition upon Sailor Dai- 
ton and In doing so, spoke as follows: 


'•Tonight, it Is my grateful task to 


recognize in the name of the United 
States government, the act of one or 
Lowell's representatives In the [IniUil 
Stales navy in the war, Robert J. Dal- 
ton, a baker, first class. 
While the 


U.S.S. Artemis, of whose crew Dalton 
was a member, was lying in the port of 
St. Nazaire, France, on Aug. 23, 1015, i 
French child fell into the 
water or 


the harbor, 
Dalton,1 without removing 


his clothing, immediately leaped to tho 
rescue. The life of the child was saved, 
in recognition of Dillon's gallant con- 
duct on that occasion, I am directed 
to present him a silver life-saving med- 
al of honor, awarded by the UniteJ 
States treasury department as a testi- 
monial of his gallant conduct. 


"Robert J. Dalton, a veteran of Ihe 


United Slates navy, it gives me great 
pleasure to hana you this medal. 
It 


Is one o£ the proudest Insignias a man 
can wear. It Is a symbol of character." 


Loud cheers rang oul for Dalton, 


who could only nod his appreciation as 
he gripped the-quartermaster's hand. 


Commander Luther Faulkner spoke of 


the debate, saying It was" more of an 
Instructive discussion than an antag- 
onistic debate and askea the members 
lo accord the two debaters every con- 
sideration, whether or not beliefs were

maintain peace, and Is not designed to 
accomplish that end.

word in It that makes war an Interna- 
tional crime punishable by any Inter- 
national court, not an article that would 
force an abolition of war. On the other 
hand no argument Is necessary to show- 
that the outlawing1 of the central pow- 
ers Into a counter-league for their 
mutual 
benefit 
ana 
self-protection. 


There will be then two great leagues, 
each preparing for a new and greater 
life-and-rteaih struggle. In other wonts, 
the proposed league/is merely an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance between 
certain selected powers bound by its 
discrimination to sow the seeds of fu- 
ture wars." He then quoted seven In- 
stances to show how the league would

back the legality of making war and 
quoted the following three Instances to 
show how it would make war manda- 
tory If agreed upon In Its present stage. 
"Article 10, guaranteeing the territorial 
integrity antl political independence of 
member states compel war to fulfill the 
obligation thereunder." 
Two, "If any 


member breaks its covenants, under ar- 
ticles ]», 13 and 15, war against such 
nation is again compulsory 
In order 


to protect the covenants." Three. "If 
any non-member In a dispute violates 
the provisions of these same articles, 
then war to protect the covenants Is 
again compulsory." 


Continuing, Mr. Mahoney said; "The 


two questions relative to the league 
seem to be the following: 
'Shall we 


go Into any league of nations such as 
is outlined by the peace treaty, either 
with or without reservations and if 
we are to go Into any such league, 
what terms and' conditions shall the 
covenant comprise?'" 


The speaker talked on the Monroe 


Doctrine ann the question of withdraw- 
al from the league and alro that of 
England's voting power—six votes to 
one by the United States. 
He upheld 


the Lodge reservations as absolutely 
necessary. 


Mr. Pouzzner opened hts arguments 


by giving a resume of straw votes 
taken on the league question In col- 
leges and the American Federation of 
Labor and said they represent public 
feeling to a large extent. Continuing, 
be said: 


"Mr. Mahoney struck a bullacyc, when 


he mentioned article 10. 
ITe tells us 


that each Individual nation Is bound to 
rush to any part of the world when 
any trouble arises. 
We must, use a. 


little common sense about that, for the 
league council expressly states the ex- 
ecutive body of the league ahall get to- 
gether to declda how help shall be 
rendered and in a practical way. 
And 


there must bo a. unanimous decision 
before a step can be taken." 
Then, 


ho said, If it Is possible, the nation 
nearest at hand to the country demand- 
ing aid must give help. 
The United 


Stales would simply be co-operating 


with the other countries of the world 
in that matter. 
"When we saltl over 


100 years ago hands off the western 
hemisphere, the. world kept its nanni 
off. 
We arc now simply trying to ex- 


tend that spirit, throughout the entire 


•orld. Mr. Mahoney also'sald we can't 
Ithdraw from the league, but there 


i no provision in it to say that we 
an't. If you had article 10 you would 
iavo .had no war and you would not 
ie sitting here at an American legion 
meeting tonight. 
>lr. Mahoney would 


lot hav/s to address tho American le- 
gion at 
ail and 
20 millions of men 


would not have been blasted from hu- 
manity. I sincerely hope we can stop 
war for all time, but I'm not so sure 
hat we can."

They realize quickly that tho play- 
grounds are their own, that .vandalism 
and the desire to destroy "is an Injury 
to themselves and consequently, they 
support tho supervisors In protecting 
property. 
While the boys and girls 


tlvltles have- been made with refer-1 
ence to the trees upon our public 
streets. 
Strict care and watch has 


been kept on dead trees and decayed 
limbs, lest they fall and do damage. 
We have cut down 60 dead trees, and 
taken out dead branches In one liun- 
dred and forty-nine others, besides 
trimming out low branches on account 
of too much shade in 91 trees at an 
expense ol J2C1S.19. 
Some 20 young 


elm trees have been planted on Rogers 
street, but they are having a hard 
time to thrive. It Is really a pity to 
see a young tree stripped of Us bark 
by some thoughtless boy, or gnawed 
by a horse having a careless driver. 
Abuttors should have pride" enough to

recognize in the name of the United 
States government, the act of one of 
Lowell's representatives in the United 
States navy in tho war, Robert J. Dal- 
on, a baker, first class. 
While the 


U-S.S. Artemis, ot whose crew Dalton 
was a member, was lying in the port of 
St. Nazafre, France, on Aug. 23, J919. a, 
French chlln fell Into ihe \vater of 
the harbor. 
Dalton. without removing 


his clothing, immediately leaped lo the 
rescue. The life of the child was saved. 
\n recognition of. Dalton's gallant con- 
duct on that occasion, I am directed 
to present him a silver life-saving med- 
al of honor, awarded by the United 
States treasury department as a testi- 
monial of his gallant conduct. 


"Robert J. Dalton, a veteran of tha 


United States navy, it gives me great

high standard In the conduct of th« 
affairs of [he park naturally appeals to 
al) who frequent its territory. 
The 


standard can be obtained only by the 
exercise of care In tha selection of 
Ihose whose duty It Is lo look after 
Iho welfare of Ihe park and people. It 
Is essential that the custodians of the 
ground should be courteous, alert In the 
detection of violation of Ihe rules and 
regulations, and above all, be thor- 
oughly In sympathy with nature. Again 
the people should lend their aid to the 
good work by respecting the rights of 
others, even keeping In mind th.at a 
beautiful shrub, tree or flower blooms 
not alone for th? Individual lo appro- 
priate, but for all to enjoy. 


Our pirk system has been developed 


and expanded to an ertent not ap- 
proached at any period In It! previous 
history. 
While we have had a. little 


larger appropriation to work with than 
formerly, It has been offset by the In- 
creased cost of labor and materials; so 
that what little accomplishments we 
have made, have been by the'ntrlctest 
kind of economy. 
The commissioners 


have been inspired with the desire to 
serve the citizens as a. whole by de- 
velopln- the parks In such a. manner 
lhat the fullest enjoyment, physical, 
mental and recreative, could be secured 
with the minimum of effort. With very 
natural pride, looking back on these 
efforts, I know they realize the abund- 
ant appreciation which ll «hown by onr 
citizens and Tlslton making good nse 
of our parks and open spaces. 


In axidlllon to the usual work 


maintenance we have been able 


Fully conscious of the 
call 
for 


money by other city department! whose 
projects are perhapt of more moment 
than ours, I am ably cognizant that I 
would be amiss of my duties, If I were 
to sit Idly by, going along the line* of 
l«a»t resistance, and not make any rec- 
ommendations calling for the expend- 
iture of money looking to the future. 
lx>well Is Indeed extremely unfortunate 
in not having more public benefactors 
toward our park system. 
In many 


other cities more than half of their 
parks have been given and developed 
\>Y public spirited citizens. 


At this time I desire to reiterate my 


recommendation of 1914 that the city 
acquire a park and 
playground 
In 


West Cenlralvllle. As this Is a densely 
populated section averaging In one half 
a square mile, 1280 families—their be- 
ing five children to » family—one can 
readily see urgent necessity of estab- 
lishing a breathing spot In this lo- 
cality. 


I also recommend that the city ac- 


quire a playfleld In the Highlands. 
With the great building boom that hay 
taken place there the last few years, 
the vacant lota that the boys were 
wont to'play on, are now a thing of 
the past.

Mothers living in the vicinity of our 
playgrounds realize that they can send 
or bring their children In the morning 
to the grounds and Ond them at the 
close of day safe and well behaved. 


The 
activities • of children on 
our 


grounds are principally devoted 
to 


physical training, combined with pleas- 
ure and recreation. 
We also have 


classes in industrial work which are 
well patronized. The children rapid- 
ly become well trained performers on 
the apparatus and the playgrounds as- 
sume an important factor In 'physical 
development for both boys and girls. 
They learn to respect property rights. 
They realize quickly that the play- 
grounds are their own, that vandalism 
and the desire lo destroy Is an Injury 
to themselves and consequently, they 
support tho supervisors In protecting 
property. 
While the toys and girls 


find pleasure and recreation on the 
grounds, they lay the foundation for 
good citizenship and respect for law 
and order and appreciation of the value 
of public property. 


tlvltles have been maae with refer- 
e'ice to the trees upon our public 
streets. 
Strict care and watch has 


been kept on dead trees and decayed 
limbs, lest they fall and do damage. 
We have cut down 60 dead trees, and 
taken 'out dead branches in one hun- 
dred and forty-nine others, besides 
trimming out low branches on account 
of too much shaije In Si trees at an 
expense of (2648.19. 
Some 20 young 


elm trees have been planted on Rogers 
street, but they are having a hard 
time to thrive. 
It Is really a pity to 


see a young tree stripped of Its bark 
by some thoughtless boy. or gnawed 
by a horse having a careless driver. 
Abuttors should have pride enough to 
keep a careful watch of young trees for 
a few years after they have been set, 
and see to it that our office Is Informed 
of any 
Injury 
done. 
Other 
cities 


throughout the land are jealous of their 
trees, enacting more stringent laws 
than we do as.to their protection and 
care. 


It would' seem hardly necessary to 


assert what can be fully demonstrated 
as the result of successful street plant- 
ing here, that these trees add to the 
attractiveness of the street and neigh- 
borhood, and favorably influence value." 
of property. They are indeed a valu- 
able Improvement, while In a sanitary 
way the shade of trees Is an important 
consideration.
